New Yo rk, Oct. 29 .—William H. Taft 
and Charles E. Hug hes were the at­ 
tractio ns at a g reat Republican mass 
meeting at Madiso n Square Garden 
la st nig ht.

Hug hes the hall reso unded with cheer­ 
ing , and when he entered the hall the 
cro wd, which filled every available 
spa ce in the audito rium, cheered him 
fo r sixteen minutes witho ut sto pping 
Go verno r Hug hes made a characteris­ 
tic address, which was received enthu­ 
sia stica lly . 
But it remained fo r Mr. Taft to in­ 
spire the g reatest demo nstratio n. Fo r 
nineteen minutes Madiso n Square Gar­ 
den trem bled fro m the stamping o f 
tho usa nds o f

Mr. Taft tried to quell the 
racket, but was po werless to do so . 
When the no ise ceased Mr. Taft be­ 
g an his address. 
His vo ice was 
ho arse, but the cro wd was satisfied 
merely to lo o k at him, and his every 
wo rd was cheered.

o ther 
speakers 
befo re 
J udg e Taft and Go verno r Hug hes ar­ 
rived, but the thro ng was impatient 
to hear the presidential and the sta te 
no m inee. 
It was two minutes after 11 o ’clo ck 
when Mr. Taft arrived. As so o n as he 
w a s reco g nized there was tremendo us 
cheering . 
The cro wd sho uted “ Taft, 
Taft, Big Bill Taft,” and sang Yale 
so ng s while the band play ed, but the 
instruments co uld be heard o nly when 
the cheering died do wn a bit.

T a ft sto o d o n the platfo rm with a 
sm ile o f appreciatio n wreathing his 
ro und, g o o d-natured face. 
As the 
o heering co ntinued minute after min­ 
ute, Mr. Ta ft g rew mo re serio us and 
tried to co mpel silence by ho lding up 
his hand, but this simply caused mo re 
cheers

ever.

o bta ined co mparative quiet. 
Then he

ident,” and the cheering was resumed. 
When it sto pped, J udg e Taft started 
his speech. His vo ice was very ho arse 
and he made his speech brief.

first wo rds pro duced a g eneral laug h 
o ver his huskiness. 
When it subsided 
he co ntinued with much impressive­ 
ness:
